We think we are not mistaken in saying 
that the seot-ment of the couatry is forming 
rapidly ia favor of reeiprocal free trade, not 
ooly with Canada, but with Cuba, Mexico, the 
Central American Strtes and South America 
Whatever should be our policy respecting ccm* 
merce] relati ps with the Oli World, there 
ean be po doubt but that it is our interest to 
throwoff ali restrictions which now embarrass 
our trade with the countries of the New. 
None of them are able to compete with us in 
mapufsc'ures, Most of them want our agri- 
ealtural and other products. We want theirs. 
An unrestricted trade with them would greatly 
sagment the demand for our commodities, in. 
crease the market price of most of them, ard 
cheapea those products of theirs which our 
necessities compel us to purchase. Above all 
this, reciprocal fiee trade with all the coun- 
tries of the Western Hemisphere, wou'd 
squelch the last vestiges of fillibusterism, and 
put to rest the varicus schemes for fresh terri- 
torial acquisitions and the spread <f slavery. 
Let our friends, therefore, watch with zealous 
care every attempt, either direct or covert, 
t>putan end to our present relations with 

Canada.

THE TRAGEDY IN THE. WEST DIVISION. 
Bowers Dead---Paine Arrested, 
We yesterday gave an account of the affray 
which took place at the corner of Ewing and 
Jefferson streets, West Division, between two 
noted characters named Robert H. Bowers and 
Thomas Paine, which resulted in Bowers being 
dangerously stabbed by the latter. Bowers 
died about 94 o’clock on Monday night from 
the effect of his wounds. A Coroner’s inquest 
was held yesterday, which developed the fol. 
lowing fects. Bowers is aman about 27 years 
of age. He is well and unfavorably known to 
the police of our city, be having frequently 

in its annals. About two years ago he 
was sent to the Penitentiary at Alton for coun- 
terfeiting. After his return, he had several al- 
tercations with his wife, living in Bridgeport, 
which finally led to a separation between them, 
she taking both of the children and removing 
to Wisconsin, Subsequent to the separation, 
he opened a bowling saloon iv Bridgeport, but 
sold out about three weeks ago. Since that 
time he has pursued a course of vice and dis- 
sipation, and has attempted the seduction of 
several young girls, in one of which attempts 
he has met his fate. 

Some two weeks since he became acquainted 
with ayoung and good-looking girl, about 16 
years of age, by the name of Paine, living on 
Clinton street, Sunday before last, at his invi- 
tation, she went out to ride with him, he agree- 


img to take her to the houge of friend. Io- 
stead of keeping his promise, however, he drove | 


out to Bull’s Head and then turned down the 


| Northwestern Plank Road. She became alarm- 


ed and refused to go any farther. He told her 
he wes going to take her to Lyons, where he 
had taken several young girls. She continued 
te beg him to go back, and made such an out- 
ory that at last he was forced to return. 

Since that time, he has followed her aboat, 


and on Sunday last met her and wanted her to 
go to Pike’s Peak on the following morning. 
She refused, and attempted to get away from 
him. He pertinaciously followed her, address- 
ed some insultiog remarks to her and finally 
left her. She went home and informed her 
brother, Thomas Paine, and be, with one or 
two comrades, set out in pursuit of the roffian. 
They met bim at the corner of Ewing and Jef- 
ferson streets, and without any further ado, 
commenced an assault uponhim. Paine hurled 
a couple of glasses at him which he bad pro- 
cured in a neighboring saloon, and then rushed 
in and struck him. Simultaneously his friends 
seized Bowers, and while they were holding 
bim, Paine drew a dirk and stabbed him in the 
left side. The crowd then ran and the wounded 
man was conveyed intoa house near by where 
he lingered in great agony until Monday night 
at 94 o’clock, at which time he expired.
